I heard a great deal when I went on 
the road." said an actor recently to aCin 
cinnati reporter, "about the extraordi- 
nary ability of some hotel clerks to re 
member names and faces, and I can read 
ilv understand that such an act otnplish 
mcnt would be very desirable in a l.otel 
clerk.

To Be Assassinated, Says a New 
York Detective. 



Ex- Chief Drummond Receives Warn- 
ing From Nebraska. 



Lincoln, Neb , May IS— OoT.Crounse 
has received notification that the Lin- 
coln branch of the commonweal army 
organized recently under the com- 
mand of "Gen." Duff, and which left 
Omaha Monday for the east, has among 
Its members one man whose purpose 
when he reaches Washington is to as- 
sassinate President Cleveland 

The notification or warning received 
by the governor came Monday in the 
shape of a letter from A. U Drum- 
mond, manager of a detective agency 
at New York. The writer Ib evidently 
sincere, and says he only writes the 
governor lu the Interest of good gov- 
ernment and with the hope that the 
Nebraska executive will see that the 
IDnff army is disbanded. Drummond 
says that he received details of the 
plot from excellent authority, a Ne- 
braska man of prominence whose name 
ho does not disclose.

Fostoria, O., May 15.— The most phe- 
nomenal gas well ever known was 
drilled Just west of this elty Monday 

evening by tho Chicago Oil Co., which 
is composed of Ma} W. V. Meeker and 
associates, of Chicago. The well is 
situated on the .lames Wallace farm. 
In Hancock county. The drill had only 
reached the depth of 558 feet, and the 
well had just been cased, whloh fact 
makes the gigantic gasser still more a 
prodigy, since gas or oil was never 
known to have been found at a depth 
of less than from one thousand to six- 
teen hundred feet 

The drillers heard the roar of gas as 
the drill tapped the reservoir and ran 
for their lives from the derrick, but 
none too soon, as. the ponderous drill 
was hurled liks a shot from a gun to a 
height of nearly a hundred feet above 
tho tree tops. The casing followed In 
quick succession, and was scattered 
and bent in a tangled mass In ' 
rounding vicinity. No sooner haa tne 
ense volume of gas given vent to 
drongth than It ignited from the 
fires of the boiler near by and shot 
teady volume of fire ovor 150 feet 
high, so that it towered for above the 
treetoDs and could be seen for miles 

Enough oil is thrown out with the gas 
> keep a large space surrounding the 
well a lake of fire, and it is impossible 
to get closer than one hundred feet to 
the burning well 

The entire plant of the drillers, in- 
cluding the engine and boiler, are all 
LClrcled by the flames, and every- 
thing is a tote 1 , loss. The surrounding 
vicinity is a boggy place, and for a 
quarter of a mile surrounding the well. 
In many places gas is copiing up 
through the earth with such force that 
ground and water are thrown to a 
height of 10 feet or more, and these 
patches resemble boiling springs as the 
water gurgles and dances from the es- 
cape of the gas fully a quarter of a 
mile away from the well. The entire 
oods is filled with gas coming through 
re ground, and people have left the 
place fearing that at any time the en- 
vlclnity may spring into a mass of 
seething flames. 

Tho roar of the gas can be heard for 
ten miles, and people are walking for 
miles around to see the gusher. 
;n old in experience declare that 
thing like it has ever been known. 
It is entirely new territory, and it U> 
ipposed to be a crevlee or poeket 
hich will soon blow Itself out At it* 
present rate of speed it can never be 
be brought under control. As to ite 
volume, gas men simply say they don't 
know; it goes above all records.

Although Her Attire^ Wh That of a He- 

New York, May It - The dead body 
of a woman was found in a room 
on the second floor of the flve-etory 
brick tenement, on First avenue, by 
Mrs. Annie Blatt, the housekeeper.

She had evidently dre 
herself purposely for death, being 
found in an expensive silk b 
wrapper, anything but consis 
with the surroundings. An ej 
lnatlon qf the dead woman's efl 
showed that she had but recently 
lived in a condition far superior to her 
present surroundings All the clothing 
was of the most expensive character 
and latest design. Everything be- 
tokened a |>erson of culture, wealth 
and refinement The appearance of 
the dead woman emphasized this fact 
Who she is, where she came from and 
what her motive was is what the police 
are trying to discover.
